Miss Florence Harden, staff 
member of the Pennsylvania Social 
Service, spoke on "Norristown 
State Hospital," at a meeting of 
the Ardmore Optimist Club, Tues- 
day" afternoon, at the Llancrch 
Country Club. 

"There is an erroneous impres- 
sion among the American people 
that inmates of state mental hos- 
pitals are treated roughly," Miss 
Harden said, "and that they are 
often subject to solitary confine- 
ment for great lengths of time. 
Nothing could be further from the 
truth. The basic treatment con- 
sists of kindness and help. In fact, 
many patients who have been re- 
leased, return to the hospitals as 
attendants."
